Pneumonia. 

To reach reliable conclusions re- 
specting the most important diseases, 
l lie experience of many Observers in 
different localities need to he compar- 
ed. Medical books and magazines 
furnish comparisons lo some extent. 
as do the frequent medical meetings, 
with their papers and discussions. 
E|ut I he end is being reached in a 

more systematic and thorough way in 

England. Thus, in the case of acute 
pneumonia, reports have heen receiv- 
ed hv a central commit lee of over one 
thousand oasei from four hundred and 

eighty observers. These were put in 

6 of a suh-eommitloo. to an 
ami to reduce from them what may he 
looked on as established results. The

it is the most fatal form of the disease.

with it — as nurses and hed-fellows.

But to in- 
lain knowledge they do not. know 
whal they are talking about, and they 
have not sufficient moral courage to 
acknowledge their ignorance and try 
to amend. Solomon was one of the 
wisest men who ever lived, but c\c\\ 
he did not know every thing A man 
may know a good deal about trade, 
but be profoundly ignorant of how lo 
leach or preach. If he al,'eni| 

preach or teach, he would gain no- 
thing and be laughed at in the bar- 
gain, lie ought to have the moral 
OOUrage to confess ibis. If lie docs 
nol. although he may ho physically 
as brave as Cffisar and Samson rolled 
in one. he is still a moral coward. 
Moral courage consists of doing right 
for right's sake, regardless* of the 
applause or censure of the world, and 

being willing to acknowledge our 

errors and that we do not know 
thing.

The Literary Society held its last 
meeting for the present year in the 
Lyceum last evening. Though the ex- 
ercises were not of any extraordinary 
brilliancy, they reflected credit upon 
lh" participants. Mr. Maginn deliver- 
ed an essay on " The Life and D e a t h 
of the Irish Parliament." While not 
oapaoinTlj interesting to an American 
audience, the essay was not dry ; and 
the essayist had collected a mnltitude 
of historical facts, which will make his 
paper a valuable work of reference for 
any who may desire to investigate the 
subject. The question for debate wiih, 
" Kesolved, That the execution of 
Major Andre was justifiable;" and 
MeHBin. Kdgerton and Shney support- 
ed the affirmative side, while Messrs. 
James and Hagerty advocated the ne 
gative. Tbe former argued that 
Andre was a spy, and, according to 
the laws of war, he must hang. The 
latter held that the mitigating ail 
stances were such as to render bin ex 
ecntion unjustifiable ; that he acted 
under orders of an American ofliccr ; 
and that he could bate been exchang- 
ed ; for such a manly, noble, open 
hearted fellow, rendering himself guil 
ty of crime in doing what he consider 
ed bis duty, deserved a better fate. 
The judges, though they may have 
had a different opinion of their own, 
rendered a verdict strictly upon the 
merits of the debate, and awarded the 
palm to the negutive side. A fine dia 
logue followed, being a scene from 
"The Itivals," in Sheridan's "She 
Stoops to Conquer.'' Mr. Vun Allen, 
as Acres, made a very good coward, 
and hiH second, Sir Lucius O Trigger, 
impersonated by Mr. Dundon, 
him pretty nervous yi explaining to 
him what a duel was, and trying to 
inspire into him a little manly courage. 
Mr. Dantzer el used with a touching 
declamation of the familiar poem, 
"Curfew shall not ring tonight. ' 

It is interef.ting to watch the inllu 
I the [/iterary Society through a 
number of years. It is an institution of 
the highest importance in the college, 
and its influence for good is not easi- 
ly estimated. Often one feels that it 

is a bother to prepare for the exeroises, 

often the exerciser are ie<! particularly 
interesting, and often the attending of 
a meeting is not the most ago 
manner in which the time might be 
bill we doubt, if there is one 
who has experienced the boner! ts of 
i he society throughout a number of 
years, that does not feel OOTOpenaated 
for all his troubles. When you com 
paja the maiden speech of the "duck" 
with the composed and effective logic 
of the senior, you would hardly Hunk 
that, five years ago, tbe latter appear- 
ed just like the former. Kor teach 
ing the rules of parliamentary usage, 
•iety is invaluable, and it is due 
to their training in (he Lyceum, not 
less than to i heir superior education, 
that former college students always 
tike tho lead in any gathering of deaf 
mutes, when they intend to carry out 
some common enterprise. But not 
only as teaching parliamentary rules 
is the society valuable. Topics of the 
day, as well as questions of historical 
est, are treated in a liberal and 
■al manner, and tie 
iry in preparing for the 
eussions is almost an education 
self. Wo shall never forget the hours 
spent in the college library, while ex- 
amining any topic pertaining to the 
subject of our essays, nor our • 
sions to the Congressional library to 
fortify ourselves on a debate. Betide* 
the society has a choice little library, 
Steadily increasing, where recreation 
may he found, or wisdom imbibed, ac- 
cording to ones inclination. 

Dr. Ohillet was the guest of Presi- 
dent Gallaudet last oight, and this 
morning, looked around the College, 
and gymnasium, accompanied by se- 
veral members of the faculty.

As is well known about two months 
ago Mr. W. A. Hond gave notice in 
the Jouknal that a meeting would bo 
hold on the nth of November, and 
this widely circulated paper brought 
about sixty persons to the meeting 
last month. After some debating up- 
on the question as to whether such an 
association could successfully be or- 
ganized, notice was given for another 
meeting on the 30lh of November. 
About thirty poisons responded to 
the call. Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, the 
presiding-ofiicer, was not present, and 
so in hitrstoad Mr. Campbell was ap- 
pointed chairman for the lime being. 
The matter was again discussed by 
Messrs. Bond, Sopor, Bryan, Tom 
Brown, and others. Mr. Bond moved 
for an informal ballot, but was oppos- 
ed by Mr. Bryan, and, therefore, a 
vole was taken which resulted in Mr. 
Bond's favor. The vote brought nine- 
teen in favor of the organization of an 
association, and two opposed to it, 
with six blanks. The Secretary pro 
/tin. was requested to solicit the 
names of those present who wero will- 
ing lo become members — their inita- 
tion fee and dues, which is to bo $1 
annually, to be paid al the next meet- 
ing, for which the chairman is to lix a 
dale. Nine members, and who are (o 
bo known as the churter members, 
wore enrolled. Now the selection of 
a chairmau pro tern —till the regular 
ollicors are to be elected — was in or- 
der, and after a vote by members only, 
Mr. A. L. Thomas was elected un- 
animously. Mr. Thomas said he was 
unable to tell at present, but said lie 
would make it known through the J ouu- 
n.u., and as January was favored, it, 
will be some day in that month. Nine 
members are quite a good number for 
a beginning, and as each will try ami 
induce their friends to join, a large 
Dumber of members is anticipated. 

The object of the organization is to 
help bury the dead, which will relieve 
Dr. Gallaudet of the trouble as well 
as save his time and money. But as 
the object is only a faint idea of its 
future character, and thero are yet no 
Constitution and By-Laws, more about 
it would be supertluous. 

Many a time there have appeared in 
the Jouknal in italics " Scientific 
Times" aud of late " Conuih 
Xt'irs." This was owing to the fact 
that the editor of this paper is very 
liberal in all dealing with the mutes, 
and hence this credit is due to him. 
Ho had in his employ a mute compo 
aitor and a reporter ,'dvst summer. But 
his good work has not yet ended in 
this respect. This week he has put 
on tho staff of reporters Air. Alex L. 
I'aeh. of whom the readers of this 
paper know well. He is not to re- 
port in this city, but his field will em- 
brace every city and town outside of 
this city, although ho will have his 
homo here.
